President Harrison said: 

Mr. Cochran ‘and Gentlemen: It gives me 
pleasure to consummate here by by the 
act of lifting our fag, that legislation to 
which I gave my hearty support. I felt, 
both as a citizen and Président, the mortif- 
cation which every American must feel who 
examines into the standing ot the United 
States in the merchant marine of the world. 
I believed we had reached an epoch in our 
development when the great work of inter- 
national development Was so far consum-
